15.— John M.^ Glover, 
form er congresm an from Ml.s.sourl,, w as 
again arrested by a m ilitary .squad to day 
and placed in th e county jail. 
Glover, 
who fought th e m ilitary tri>ops a week 
ago and who w as .shot in the arm , w’as 
arrested on an order from C om m ander 
V erdcckberg because of a 
th reaten in g 
^letter .sent th a t officer. 
T his letter, be­ 
sides notifying V erdcckberg th a t he no 
longer w'ould be bound by the term s of 
his parole, contained th is statem en t: 


“ I t is perhaps only fair to add th a t 1 
intend to push you and your accessories 
above and 
below, beifore and 
Ijehind. 
to the full Im lt of civil and crirftiaal 
law s of sta te and federal.” 


G lover did not resist arre st, hut pro­ 
tested ag ain st being placed in jail.

charge was preferred ag ain st him . At the' 
jail G lover said his cousel would begin 
proceedings in the Unlterl S tates circuit 
court ag ain st G overnor Peabody, state 
m ilitary au thorities and others under the 
civil rig h ts act. alelging conspriraey to 
di’privc him of his rightr. im der the f<<i- 
criiJ constitution.

English language. Tie Recently, gave 
fhe following interview to the Bloom-, 
ingt/m Pantagraph: 


“We have been'expecting war with 
Russia. 
Indeed the trouble bet we«», 
rny country and Ttusia dates from 
IH75, and arose from tlie questions 
as to -which' nation the island of 
ttagalin belonged. 
In -that year il 
was decided that both had a claim to 
its possession. 
At that time .Tapani 
was very busy, having just opened it- 
Kelf to the world, with tlie result that 
Rusia occupied the island and Japan 
r<*ei‘ived as its share a few unimport­ 
ant and valuless islands. 
At that 
lime the feeling against Russia was 
very bitter, and we felt that we must 
watch Russia very closely. 


EIGHTH YEAR PREPARATION. 
“As a result of the Jápanese-£fói- 
nese war, eight years 
ag<>- we 
got 
Shantung, but have beegf obliged to 
return it oij. a c c o u n t,th e interfer­ 
ence of Riissia^^whose pretex it was 
that t)%ypossession of this land by 
J ‘Apau was not conducive to peace in 
The far east. Although at that time 
feeling ran high, my country could 
not fight for we were not strong 
enough, and submitted. 
Ever since 
then we have been expecting trouble. 
We" are ivfa revengful, but Russia 
stands in the way of Japan’s prog­ 
ress. We are glad to have a peaceful 
nation, such as the United States, 
V-ceupy the philippines ai\d be our 
neighbor, but: with Russia it is dif­ 
ferent. 
We have been preparing a 
strong army and navy, not so much 
tor fighting as to preserve peace. 


“During the Boxer outbreak Rus­ 
sia sent troops to protect her inter­ 
ests and properties in Manchuria, and 
during this trouble she occupied this 
country. When the trouble was over 
Japan, England and America demand 
ed that Russia vacate, and that tlie 
troops be withdrawn and a port open­ 
ed to the trade of the world. 
But 
Russia acted as if she intended* to 
r;fcay forever. Before the occupation 
>y Russia of Manchuria and Port 
Arthur she had only one seaport, 
Vladios’tock, which is inferior and 
practically worthless in winter. When 
the Japanese saw this action they 
ilid not believe that Russia intended 
to stop there and that her conduct' 
is a'menace to peace in the east. 


THE SITUATION IN JAPAN. 


“Now in our country there are 
three great parts and powers of the 
government. „ First the administra- 
iive officers themselves; 
secondly, 
(he congress of the people, and third 
l.y, certain statesmen, -who having 
done much for the restoration of 
their country, though no longer in 
office 
are very 
powerful. 
Among 
these are Marquis I.to and Marquis 
Va maga ta. This morning Ï received 
a Japanese magazine, which tells of 
the situation and of the feeling of 
the people towards the question of 
war with Russia. 


“As a statesman Marquis Ito is 
not aggressive. 
Not only now, hut 
at the time of the China-Japan war, 
did he show' this trait. He is afraid 
to light. 
He is a great favor of 
the court and clever, but not bold 
and brave. 
The 
attitude 
of 
the 
government is chiefly that- of the 
prime minister, Katsura, a soldier, 
who is not afraid. 
The cabinet is 
rather inclined 
towards war, but 
what do the people want ? Theirs is 
rather an unusual case. Not only the 
partisans but business men, scholars 
and other classes who are not much 
interested in political affairs are tak­ 
ing a vital interest in this matter and 
áre pushing the government to fight.: 
But there seems to be doubts aá to 
the attitude of the powerful states­ 
men. The magazine say's: ‘They are 
trying to cheek the impulses of the 
people and to enjoin the government 
from war/

“In my opinion there is great pos­ 
sibility of war soni. ... Of course it 
has not been a very long time sincé 
our country was, opened, and in tliat

Her face is lined with a thousand 
wrinkles, and she looks half starved.

ish looking mother-dog, keeping a 
Vharp eye on Jhe puppies.

The commission lias 500 
tubers that aggregate a ton in weight 
The heaviest weighs ten pounds and 
the lightest one three and one-half 
pounds. 
•A Tell City, Tnd. Furniture fac­ 
tory is making what is said to be the 
largest chair in the 
world.' 
This 
piece of furniture will be exhibited 
in the Varied Industries-' palace at 
the world’s fair. Its proportions are 
such that the company will have a 
fully' furnished office beneath the 
seat of the manmouth chair. 


The figure of a miner carved from 
a block of Coeur d*Alene ore, mount­ 
ed upon a pedestal of copper and lead 
ore weighing many tons, will be a 
feature of Idaho’s exhibit in the pal­ 
ace of Mines and Metallurgy at the 
world’s fair. This unique statue will 
l>e contributed by the mine operators 
of the Coeur d’Alenes. 


The largest punch bowl ever made 
will be exhibited in the Palace of 
Varied Industries at the world’s fair. 
It weighs 134 pounds, and its cost 
in glass amHabor alone is over $1,800.( 
The famous McKinley bowl, hereto­ 
fore the greatest made, weighs 15 
pounds. 


Idaho will make an exhibit of min­ 
erals at the world’s fair that will call 
attention to the states wonderful re­ 
sources.

The Courier acknowledges the re­ 
ceipt of a copy of a paper containing 
the speech of Hon. H. T. Kain*ey at 
the recent Jackson banquet.

A 
wonmn vfi’ho some years ago purchased 
a handsome dinner set now feels that 
if she used it alone^ she would make a 
poor showing I>efore her guests, say* 
the Louisvllle>Conrier Journal. 


Different plates are used for eveiy 
course. The service plate» are of par­ 
ticularly fine china. The plates for the 
meat course are of a simpler and more 
substantial design than those for the 
dessert, and the after dinner coffee is 
served in cups as delicate as can be 
found.. In the larger establishments 
dinner is served from the butler’s pan­ 
try. 
Many of the dishes used in a 
simpler menage, where the roast aUd 
its accompaniments are placed on the 
table, are not required in the'^former 
case. The needs of the different bouse- 
kciépers are as varied as the bouses in 
which they live. 


It is no more expensive to have sev­ 
eral different kinds of china than to 
have all tbe pieces alike. Open sets 
have made this pc^sibie. Within the 
last five years these have increased in 
size and number. Now there is prac­ 
tically no style of china that cannot be 
t)ought in open stock. 


A set of china which the merchant 
keeps on hand and froni which'his 
customer makes her selections is much 
more complete than the one he would 
have formerly sold hei entue. He 15 
prepared to suit all tahes and'meet all 
needs. He has teapots in all sizes, choc­ 
olate pots equally varied and sugar 
bowls and creamers to match. A wom­ 
an with a large, small or medium fapi- 
ily finds the set size she requires. 


It is also possible to replace any 
piece of China. The housekeeper is not, 
as in the old days, heartbroken over 
the loss of a dish. It can easily be 
duplicated.

The new pan, upon w'hich a patent 
has just been taken oiit, consists of a 
metal vessel constructed according to 
the design shown in the accompanying 
picture. Across its center Is a partition 
which is designed to separate the pan 
into compartments, in one of which the 
actual washing of the dirty dishes is 
done, and in the other the rinsing is 
performed. 


Situated in the center of the parti­ 
tion is a receptacle f<>r a firepot, which 
performs its functions while the opera­ 
tion of washing is going on. Thus the 
water on both sides is kept warm, and 
there is no danger of its cooling while 
the process Is-under w’ay. 


Celery With Carrot Balia. 


A nice way to use up odds and ends 
of celery: Cut in .short pieces and boil 
in slightly salted water until tender. 
Have saine amount of carrots cut into 
little balls with vegetable cutter. Boil 
tender in separate saucepan of salted 
water. When done, drain and mix with 
drained celery. Add a cup of hot milk, 
thicken with a level tablespdonful of 
flour and onc^’ of butter rubbed; .togethT 
er. Season to taste with salt, pepper 
and a tiny grating of nutmeg. Let boil 
flve minutes; then serve. If yoii have 
a spoonful or two of green peas or 
string beans ^eft over, add these, and 
you have an attractive vegetable dish. 


Cream Sauce For Faddlas. 


Beat a piece of butter the size of an 
egg with powdered sugar until it is^ 
lifl^t cream. SetVto one side. Put a 
cup of boiling water into a small sauce­ 
pan and stir into it one tèaspoonfal of 
flour mtxedi with a . little cold water. 
Cook until clear, smooth and tbe con- 
;8istency of thin starch. Take up tbe 
bowl containing tbe butter and sugar 
mixjtare and while one beate it ener- 
i^tioally^Jet another pour into it« slow­ 
ly ànd evenly, the hot flour sauce. If 
;the beating is not interrupted thé whole 
iwuce wUI rifi« in a light, foamy froth. 
Sea^n with sherry, vanilla, nutmeg or 
braibdy/a’s preferred.

The grounds of this place are 
lovely beyond description, though laid 
out by line and rule and exact in all 
particulars, giving a shock to one ac­ 
customed to the primitive grandeur 
of our native land, Versailles is now 
nmch given to a national museum 
and contains a great deal that is of 
interest to the thoughtful person.

A great amphitheater is won- 
erfully well preser\^ed and there are 
oth^r attractions. 


Of course, a trip to that country 
without visiting Venice would be out 
W the question, so thither they bent 
their steps to enjoy a sight of the his­ 
toric structures, ride in a gondola, 
see the Doges’ palace, St. Marque’s 
and other well kno%vn places. iFlor- 
ence, the seat of art, was next sought 
itli its Piti palace, famous pictures 
and other wonderful things and then 
ne eternal city was visited. 
Of 
course, there was no attempt to do 
lis thoroughly, though many places 
made interesting in the world’s his­ 
tory were seen. Mr. Elliott had been 
there before and said the process 
was remarkable and he predicted that 
one day it Avould have* an inunensely 
greater business than it now enjoys.

The early 
Knickerbockers secured'many valu­ 
able privileges about Troy in colo 
nial times, and these were secure«: 
by the constitution of New York 
state. The bridge privilege at Wa­ 
terford Was one tftf the &rrly fran> 
chises. 
This structure was con 
demned a year or two ago, and we do 
not know its present condition. In 
a few years ill of the picturesque 
«wooden bridges will disappear, as 
•steel is now almost as cheap as wooc 
for bridge building—that is, when 
the great quantity of wood is consid­ 
ered.—Rochester Democrat. 


Great Canal*. 


The Suez canal is usually consid­ 
ered the most important example of 
ship canals, though the Dumber *®/ 
¿vessels passing through it annually 
JdoeS not equal that passing through 
the canals connecting Lake Superior 
¡with the chain of great lakes at the 
south. 
In length, however, it exr 
¿eeds any of thé ptbèr great ship 
canals, its total length being ninety 
miles, of which about two-thirds is 
through shallow lakes. 


,The canaF connecting the bay of 
¡Cronstadt with St. Petersburg is a 
work of great strategic and commer­ 
cial importance to Russia. 
The 
canal and sailing course in the bay 
are about sixteen miles long, the 
canal proper being about Six miles 
and the bay channel about ten 
miles, and they together extend 
from Cronstadt, on the gulf of Fin­ 
land, to St. Petersburg. 


iThe next of the greatship canals 
Connecting bodies of salt Water In 
the order of date of construction is 
the Corinth canal, which connects« 
the gulf of Corinth with the gulf of 
Î25|îhà. The canal reduces tne dis­ 
tance from Æriatic ports about 175 
miles and from Mediterranean ports 
¿bout 100 miDes. Its length is aboüt 
four miles.—Harper’s Weekly.

K eep in g Manure, 
Where experiments have been made 
to compare exposed .und unexposed 
manures (as was done at some of th<* 
experiment farms) it was demonstrated 
thut there was a greater loss of nitro­ 
gen and organic matter from exposed 
manure than from that protected. Tiie 
former lost one-tinrd of its nitrogea 
and the latter aliotit one-fiftli. Ten per 
cent more organic matter was destroy­ 
ed In the exposed than in the protected 
manure. 
There is ■practically no loss 
of potash aud phosphoric acid from pro­ 
tected manure.
